. If enough elite longleaf or slash 
pine can be found, a dream of re- 
placing the Coastal Plain’s second 
growth forest with a superior tim- 
ber crop may be realized in years 
to come. 

But, says Kenneth B. Pomeroy, 
research chief at the Southeastern 
Forest Experiment Station, the job 
isn’t easy. 

“You find maybe one in a mil- 
lion—if you're lucky,” he com- 
mented. 

“Consequently we need the as- 
sistance of everyone in our search 
for the super trees which will be 
the parent stock for reseeding the 
Coastal Plain with pines of su- 
perior quality. Several pulpwood 
companies have already pledged 
cooperation.” 

Some exceptional trees already 
have been located. In 1942 a search 
was made through the gum belt 


for high gum-yielding trees. After, 


checking thousands of records, 12 
such trees were selected for their 
ability to produce more than twice 
as much gum as average trees: 
These trees have been used as 
parent stock for breeding and pro- 
pagation tests here to develop 
better strains for turpentine. 
Pomeroy said that to qualify as 
an elite tree a slash or longleaf 
pine should have a straight, clean 


‘bole of good merchantable length 


and a well proportioned crown. In 
growth and size it should be better 
than any other tree of the same 
age in its vicinity. It should have 
a vigorous, healthy appearance 
and be free from any evidence of 
insect or disease attack.

today from Scandinavia south to 
Italy, and 21 seamen were feared 
lost in the storm-swept Baltic Sea. 

The latest casualties raised to 
82 the number of deaths attributed 
sriow, sleet, ice and freezing 
temperatures during the week-long 
onslaught.

' The league is dedicated to good gov- 
ernment — in the definition of Herbert 
Agar, “government that is understandable 
by the public and accountable to the pub- 
lic.” The organization never endorses or 
opposes candidates or parties. Its interest 
is principles, not personalities or politics. 
It sets standards of government. 

“Not factions, but facts,” might well 
be the Women Voters’ slogan. Committees 
from the League study boards, bureaus, 
commissions and authorities, the number 
of which has multiplied with the years. 
The league publishes a periodical called 
“Facts” which tells the public the truth 
‘about its government. 

It encourages voter registration, in- 
structs in the use of voting machines and 
informs as to the records of the candi- 
dates. 

In a land where public opinion rules, 
the quality of government depends on the 
amount and accuracy of public informa- 
tion. Throughout its 34 years the League 
of Women Voters of Atlanta has endeav- 
ored to give the public the facts, and as 
nearly all of them as possible, about gov- 
ernment—local, state and national. 

As an organizatipn and through its 
individual members, the league has been 
of inestimable worth to Atlanta, Fulton 
County and Georgia. 

The record speaks for itself. 

So on ‘the occasion of the league's 
34th birthday, we say thatiks for a fine 
community service. We are confident that 
its influence toward better government 
will grow even greater in the years ahead.

What’s This New Look 
For Our Armed Forces? 


Senator Russell and other skeptics are 
right to demand the facts about the troop 
withdrawals from Korea and other plans 
for reducing our ground forces overseas. 
If the implications in the “new look” for 
United States armed forces are true, the 
American people should be in on the de- 
cision. 

We can only draw one conclusion, 
Atomics weapons development has 
reached such a stage that defense leaders 
feel that withdrawal of large numbers of 
ground troops is feasible. Otherwise, even 
the most rabid isolationist could not but 
see the danger of any lessening of Amer- 
ican military strength anywhere while an 
aggressive communism pushes forward. 

Use of the atomic cannon and other 
nuclear devices is making it possible for 
fewer troops to exert much greater force. 
One cannon is said to have the firepower 
of massed divisions of troops. Atomic 
bombs can destroy whole cities. 

The American people should~get one 
thing straight, however, about this “new 
look.” It is an admission that the next 
war will be an atomic war and that we 
plan to use all atomic weapons. Admit- 
ting this, we must expect any enemy to 
use the same. 

It sounds, too, like a tacit admission 
that we do not expect any agreement on 
international control of atomic weapons. 
Certainly if we place all our dependence 
on such weapons, it will be very difficult 
indeed for us to outlaw them. 

The American people have a right to 
know the full facts about this new plan- 
ning for national security and restraint 
of Communist aggression.

Speak for Themselves

. TVA has now been in operation ‘for 
20 years. Its 20th annual report, released 
on Jan. 1, outlines some of its achieve-

And 
regardless of bookkeeping methods, the 
figures show a net return on power in- 


vestment of 2.7 per cent last year and as 


high as 5.8 per cent in other years. 

A total of $81,000,000 has been re- 
paid the Federal Treasury or in retire- 
ment of bonds, the method through which 
the authority was financed. Actually, 
there was no direct cost to the taxpayers 
in its building. 

As directed by the law that set it up, 
TVA has carried on its other functions 
of developing and maintaining navigation 
of the Tennessee Basin. It has carried on 
work of developing new fertilizers, soil 
conservation, reforestation, and encourag- 
ing better farm practices. 

It has stimulated a giant new indus- 
trial empire, including such private col- 
lossi as the ALCOA development and 
public operations such as the atomic en- 
ergy plants and the Air Force experi- 
mental center. 

President Eisenhower has denied that 
his administration plans to destroy TVA 
but its power operations are very likely 
to come under close scrutiny in the next 
few months. But in addition to power the 
authority’s corrollary benefits in open- 
ing streams to millions of tons of addition- 
al traffic and all the other allied gains 
for a section composed of millions of 
American citizens must be considered. 

It is our belief that TVA can stand 
close scrutiny. When weighed in the eco- 
nomic scales—public or private—its con- 
tributions to sectional and national eco- 
nomic well-being speak for themselves. 


City’s Traffic Committee

In setting up a special traffic, park- 
ing and transit committee for the City of 
Atlanta, the Legislature provided for a 
coordinating committee fr6m the board of 
aldermen consisting of four members, 
the chairmen of the finance, police, public 
works and electric lights committee. It 
provided further for a citizens’ commit- 
tee of seven to be appointed by the 
mayor. 

The aldermanic committee on traffic, 
etc., has been formed. Automatically, by 
terms of the enabling act, the members 
are Ralph Huie, Ed Gillfam, Jesse Draper 
and John A. White, chairmen, respective- 
ly, of the above-named committees. 

The city is thus assured of a strong co- 
ordinating committee. These four men 
are able and experienced. Alderman Gil- 
liam, named by Mayor Hartsfield as 
chairman of the group, is qualified for the 
committee leadership by ability, by vir- 
ture of 25 years in the city government 
and of experience on the major municipal 
committées. 

With Atlanta’s future dependent in a 
large measure on how successfully the 
city copes with the interlocking and diffi- 
cult problems of traffic, parking and 
transit, it is encouraging to see these 
“toughies” assigned to capable, earnest 
men, 

We feel certain the mayor will see to 
it that the citizens’ committee which he 
names will have a membership of equal 
caliber.

Also if the controlling argu- 
ment is that a boy 18 years old 
is not too young to fight for his 
country he ought to be consid- 
ered old enough to vote, the re- 
verse is also true—an 18-year-old 
girl would likewise be eligible for 
military service. 

Women have never been draft- 
ed for war but many of them 
have volunteered in the last two 
wars. It is obvious that many 
niillions of young men could be 
used in the front lines and in the 
heavier duties of supply units if 
girls could be used for the cler- 
ical and desk jobs and even for 
the domestic service in the kitch- 
ens for which able-bodied men 
now are utilized. 

But the whole subject of voting 
age has not been thought through 
by those who for political or sen- 
timental reasons want to lower 
the voting age to 18. What exact- 
ly should be the criterion for vot- 
ing in a democracy? ; 

Thus if girls are to vote it ma 
well be argued that the voting 
age should be reduced to 16 be- 
cause many experts say the girl 
of 16 is as matured if not more

aged 16 and even lower who seem 
to know more about what's hap- 
pening to their country and the 
problems of the day than those 
who are far above the present 
voting age.

SELF -CONSCIOUS? 


Self-consciousness is in third 
place on our list. It can handi- 
cap an individual's happiness and 
success in life. Small wonder that 
shyness, whatever its form, is 
common reason why the aid of 
psychiatry is sought. 

The shy feeling that carries 
with it the conviction of inferior- 
ity, of not belonging, of not being 
wanted, of being different—all 
date from childhood. The cause 
or causes must, therefore, be 
sought there. 

Deliberately to sell if the 
idea that you are as as 
anybody and better than most is 
an excellent recipe for overcom- 
ing ordinary cases of self-con- 
sciousness. 

Seek out situations that make 
you self-conscious and deliber- 
ately test yourself over and over 
again. In this way, you gradually 
change your old, handicapping, 
emotional habits. 

Endeavor to act always as 
though you believe the other fel- 
low to be shyer than you. Which, 
incidentally, may actually be the 
case. 

UNEASY FEELING 


Anxiety may haunt the best of 
us. To experience a sensation of 
a vague, indefinable danger, as 
though something were going to 
happen to you—you don’t know 
what, produces an uneasy feel- 
ing, a kind of fear. 

It becomes all the worse be- 
cause you are unable to figure 
out what it is you should be 
afraid of. It is so frequently en- 
countered that, when it is an out- 
standing complaint among other 
functional symptoms, the patient 
usually is said to be suffering 
from an anxiety neurosis. (Neu- 
rosis is the psychiatric term for 
a full - fledged ‘‘case of nerves.’’)

You have lost 
fat if you've stayed on the diet. 

The trouble is water retention. 
At this early stage of a diet, 
weight loss has a wide up-and- 
down swing. 

Fat is stored in the body in 
individual fat cells. As the fat is 
used, the droplets in some of the 
fat cells get smaller, but the cell 
membrane may become tempo- 
rarily distended with water. Since 
water weighs heavier than fat, 
the scales won't show any loss.

In Disciplining Children, 
Use 1 Rule: Be Consistent 


‘Tell me.”” wrote the mother from Boston, ‘‘what should one . 


do about discipline?’”’ 

Dear lady, do whatever you 
please. Be guided by your own 
heart and code of conduct. For 
the happiness of your children, 
however, observe only one in- 
fallible rule: be consistent. Noth- 
ing is harder to achieve. 

Discipline is one of those words 
that, has been thrown around 


like a bean bag until few know 
what it means or implies any 
more. Discipline is not punish- 
ment or the iron rod. Discipline 
is guidance. 

Every human being requires 
discipline. Adults are disciplined 
by many things—by law or by 
necessity or by fear of conse- 
quences or, more commonly, by 
themselves and their conscien- 
ces. The world is disciplined— 
by the orderly procession of the 
stars, of the seasons, of the 
tides, by the immutable laws of 
nature. 


No one is born with a con- 
science. Conscience is nothing 


more than the warning voice ‘of 


a mother, father, or other loved 


person which, heard in child-- 
hood, later returns in memory *™ 


as an inner voice determining? 


what we do or reproaching us - 


if we do what the voice once 
taught us was wrong. In a child 


conscience dawns at the age of « 


3 or 4. By this age the average 
child knows the difference be- 
tween right and wrong — or 
should. 

This is where parents come in. 
This also is where discipline . 
comes in. Discipline is guiding 
your child along paths you con- 
sider right. 

How you achieve discipline 
doesn’t matter, with limits, but 
every human being requires it. 
We all have to know what we 
can do and what we can't do 
to get along with others.

‘‘Sheulder-Hand Pains

The shoulder-hand syndrome 
follows in the wake of a heart at- 
tack, apoplexy, or an injury to 
the upper extremity. It is not a 
frequent complication but occa- 
sionally is more troublesome and

disabling than the original dis- 
: turbance. . 

The condition is recognized 
» gia easily four weeks after a heart 


attack. The victim develops an 
aching sensation in the shoulder 
and hand. Pain increases and the 
involved parts become stiff, swol- 

- len, and tender to the touch. The 
distress varies from mild pain 
to complete inability to move the 
shoulder and arm (frozen shoul- 
der). 

The shoulder is difficult to 
raise and the arm to rotate be- 
cause of stiffness and discom- 
fort. The hand becomes puffy, 
smooth, taut, and glossy. At first 
the skin is dusty pink or red but 
in time the color fades and the 


tissues become pale and pasty 
looking. Finger movement is | 
limited because of rigidity and | 
pain; the grip is weak. | 
When untreated, the disturb- | 
ance may last from six months 
to two years. Gradual relief is 
the rule. The pain and stiffness 


= in the shoulder subside more 
” rapidly than the distress in the | 
hand. | 
The injettion treatment is | 

! based upon the belief that the 


nervous system is at fault. An 
. anesthetic solution is injected into 
a nerve center in the neck and 
many instances complete or par- 
tial relief in the shoulder and 
; hand have been recorded. 


ACTH and cortisone are rival 
remedies. Use of these hormones 
stems from their value in a va- 
riety of rheumatic conditions. A 
group of New York physicians 
who compared the effects of the 
two methods on 91 persons con- 
cluded: ‘Spectacular successes 
and unaccountable failures oc- 
curred with all methods.’’ They 
believed, however, that the nerve 
injection gave somewhat better 
results.
